pared his own funeral serm on. 
Be­ 
cause of the character of the sermon, 
however, it was decided not to permit 
it to be read at Howie's funeral, lest 
it should bring greater dissension in 
Zion City. 
This little citx on the 
north shore of Lake Michigan, is now 
torn to pieces by religious factions 
and an effort is to he m ade to bring 
the w arring interests together once 
nior«* in unity, and instead of Dr. 
Dowie delivering a m essage from the 
grave to his former followers. Judge 
Harm s, a life-long friend and an over­ 
seer *>f the church, preached a simple 
serm on in which he extolled the good 
qualities of th«* dead man. 
Although the sermon prepared by 
Dowie before his death was not used 
in the funeral rites, still it was given 
! out 
for publication. 
This sermon 
I m akes it plainly evident th a t Dowie 
did not forgive his enem ies before he 
j died, as he lashes those w ho ousted 
i him from control as “dogs of hell.” 
Dowie concluded his posthum ous s« r* 
mon in

following m an n er: 
*‘I 
shall return, and with ru th le ss hand 
shall T exterm inate the vipers and the 
dogs of hell that now hold the high 
places in the Citx of Zion. 
They 
dreamed, and in th«* grossness of their 
j dream s, th«*y thought they had pre­ 
vailed over fb«* first 
apostle.

now. priests and elders of Zion, f shall 
return to strike y«> down.

midst <*f your sins, and to win hack 
i Zion for th** truth and for them that 
held to the word and did no evil.’
